"America will Support with moral and matcrial assistance YOUI 
right not just to fight and die for freedom，but to fight and win 
freedom,”promised President Ronald Reagan in his Siate oj thne 
Lizonm address last week. 

In light of the rapidly unfolding world events in the past two 
wceks，the preslident's promlise could very well be the exact 
message of hope for the oppressed peoples of the Philippines and 
Halti. Unfortunately that promilse was given only to thc "freedom 
fighters" in Afghanistan，Angola，Cambodia， and Nicaragua，In 
fact，Reagan's Speech made no mention of the polltical crlises 1n 
the Phllippines，Haiti and South Africa - the three most hated 
governments Staunchly Supported by the USY. 


The Phlilipplines has just completcd one of the most hotly 
contested presldential elections，pitting the US-backed dictator， 
President Ferdinand Marcos,， against MIS. Corazon Aquino，By all 
accounts，it was a Ti8gged election，leaving Marcos apparently in 
control of the government and his people totally alienated，Nearly 
one hundred persons were killled in an election Supervlsed by 
General Fablian Ver, the man implicated in the assassination of 
Benligno Aquino， 


If was therefore Shocking to hear Our President describe the 
election as "evidence of a strong two-party System" and calling on 
both sides to "come together to make sure the government workSs." 
President Reagan obviously is more interested in protecting US 
military bases and multi-billion-dollar investments than the 
freedom fighters throughout the_ island nation.， His implied 
willingness tO continue Supporting the Marcos regime demonstrates 
his contempt for the people fighting to restore_ freedom and 
democracy ln the Philippines and it is bound to turn the moderate 
and pro-American elements against the US. 


The sudden collapse of the "Baby Doc" Duvalier dictatorship In 
Haiti，another proxy of the US，Freveals also the failure of 
American diplomacy. For decades，we knowingly supported "Baby 
Doc” and hlis old man who ruled this island nation with iron 
hands.， FEor Several years, the Reagan administration even refusea 
to grant political asylum to Haitians who fled from Duvaliers 
terror and represslion. Not Surprisingly，when it appeared that 
Duvalier was about to be toppled, it was thec US Air Force 
that came to his rescue. 


In both the Philippines and Haiti，the US backs the military 
dictators and manages to _ turn their peoples，the "freedom 
flighters,” against us，It seems that we as a nation have learned 
nothing from our most recent experience with the Shah of Iran. 
This administration has shown no interest in making our foreign 
policy pronouncement credible and consistent，Worst Of all， we ar 
gliving democracy a bad name in countrics such as the Philippines 
and Hailti. - 


DIVIDED LOYALTY TRIED AND 
CONVICTED - THE LARRY CHIN CASE 


Larry Wu-tail Chin was convicted last week of conspiracy， 
espionage and tax evasion. The retired CIA analyst admitted 
from the witness Stand that he had given China classified 
documents in 3a personal effort to Speed reconciliation between 
China and the US in the early 1970S. 

After he was found guilty， he said， "When I think about what 
TI have accomplished - the improvement of the livelihood of 1 
billion Chinese people - my imprisonment for life is a very small 
Price to pay. It was worth it. I have nothing to regret." 


Even though we have expressed our concern over the Improper 
manner In which the Chin case was handled by government 
officials and tried by the -media before and during the trial，as 
Chinese Americans we do not, and Should not，condone his position 
that "the ends justify the means.” We do not know if thc Secret 
documents he voluntarily turned over to China for $10,000 a ycar 
had jeopardized national security， an issue still contested by his 
attorney who plans to appeal the conviction.， His motive 1S 
misguided and most certainly no Substitute for hls joyalty and 
obligation to the US as a citizen and as an officer of the CIA. 


Chin, like any American citizen, has the right to express his Own 
Political views and to extend friendship to the people of China 
without governmental interference or intimidation，But to funnel 
classiflied information to a foreign government without authoriza- 
tion was definiteljy not his role，Tegardless of hls motives. He 
Simply was not a Henry Kissinger who was designated by Presi- 
dent NIxon to carry out the historic task of normallizing the US- 
China Telations.

The Jury deliberated for about 
three and a half hours before 
returning a verdict of guilty on 
all 17 counts of the indictment. 

Chin was the first American 
ever chargcd with Spying for the 
government of China.

The first two counts of the 
indictment carried potential 
penalities of life-in prison and 
fincs of $250,000 each. The 
other counts carried Prison terms 
ranging from 3 to 10 years and 
fines ranging from $5,000 to 
3$500,000 each.， Judge Robert W.

SEATTLE - Gordon Hira- 
bayashi，who for 43 years has 
fought to get his _ criminal 
ITccord erased，came a step 
closer to that goal on Feb. 10 
when a _ district court judge 
Iceversed his conviction of 
disobeying government orders 
to0 ITeport to military 
authorities for relocation in 
an internment camp. 

Responding to overwhelming 
evidence that the US govern- 
ment withheld critical in- 
formation from the Supreme 
Court in 1943，District Judge 
Donald Voorhees ruled that 
the Supreme Court might have 
Stopped or Severely limited the 
internment，had they known 
what the government knew. 

The withheld information 
Showed conclusively that 
certalin Japanese Americans 
could have easily been proven 
t0 poSe no Security threat to 
the US -- including infants 
and children，housewives，the 
infirm，the elderly，or others 
"who had spent their adult 
lives in truck gardening or 
farming o fishin8,” said 
Vorhees. 


Gordon Hirabayashi Wins Legal Battle; 


Victory Seen as Symbolic for 110;000 
Japanese Americans Interned in WWI 


Hirabayashixs conviction on 
a lesser charge of failing to 
obey a curfew for Japanese 
Americans remains on the 
books， But the 67-year-old 
TeSldent of Canada said that 
he felt vindicated，and that 
the curfew conviction was not 
important. He served nine 
months in prison for his 
offenses. 

Calling the decision "a pretty 
8ood victory,” Hirabayashi 
added，"It was worth waiting 
for.， Today，justice was served 
for all Americans 

Fred Korematsu and Minoru 
Yasui have also had their 
convictions erased in similar 
cases，but Hirabayashi was the 
first internment victim to be 
SO vindicated after a fully 
judicial inquiry.

Says Human Rights Commissioner Joe Jung 


SAN FRANCISCO - Several 
YearISs ago0，the SF Human 
Rights _ Commission did a 
Survey to find out how many 
city contracts were being 
awarded to minorities and 
women.Ihe total，it turned 
out， was less than three 
percent. 

In response，Mayor Dianne 
FEeinstein passed a Minorities 
and Women Business _ Ordi- 
nance that went into effect in 
August，1984，The ordinance 
set a goal of giving 30 percent 
of city contracts to minorities， 
and ten percent to _ women，、 To 
facilitate this，the ordinance 
called for a five percent 
preference for minorities and 
women, and an additional five 
Percent preference for local 
businesses. 

"So local women or minority 
get 10 percent preference, 
explained Grant Mickins， 
director of the Human Rights 
Commission. "They will 
prevall if they are within 10 
percent of the next bidder." 
FEor example，if an out-of- 
toOwn business charges $1.000 
for a particular service and a 
local，mlinority-owned business 
makes a blid of $1.0959 for the 
Same Service， the local 
business will win the contract' 
"Ihe ordinance is very 
Successful， IT think the public 
aIeE Very apprecliative,” Sajid 
Joe Jung，a_ member of the 
Human Rights Commission 
Since 1981. He was reap- 
Pointed 1last. September for a 
Second four-year term to the 
13-member commission.

(now the Celadon)，he became

IT followed up 
on lit，and .paid her a visit. 
We 8got acquainted. Every So 
often TI saw her at parties," 
Jung recalled in an interview. 

Although a relative new- 
comer to politics，Jung has 
long been active in the Lung 
Kong (Four .Family) Associ- 
ation，which he served as 
preslident; the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce: the SF 
Chamber of Commerce; and 
the Convention and Visitors 
Bureau.

Have Become Chinatown Traditions 


By CAROL WONG 


SAN FRANCISCO - Chinese 
New Year in SF probably 
would not seem  _ complete 
without the Chinese Hospital's 
lion dance fundraiser. 

This year it will be held 
on Feb. 1 from 1 pm to 4 pm 
in Chinatown at Grant 
Avenue and Bush Streets; 
Stockton and Clay Streets; and 
Stockton and Jackson Streets. 
In the Richmond District，the 
lion :dancers will be at 
Clement Street and 6th 
Avenue. 

Chinatown probably would 
not look quite right either 
without the bright orange 
couplets pasted alongside 
bauRSSEROC5STS and 
family/community association 
doors. 


COUPLETS 
These banners_ contain the 
name of the business or 
asSsociation from which they 
are hunsg. A poem of 
prosperlty and good luck is 


then calligraphied under the 
name. IThey usually appear 
about two weeks prior to the 
Dew year.， IThese couplets, like 
the lion dance，are fundraisers 
for the Chinese Hospital. 

Ihese Chinese New Year 
rites have been around for the 
past 37 years，Said Harvey 
Wong，the newly appointed 
prcsident of the hospital's 
board of trustees. He's been 
an active Supporter of the 
hosplital for the past 20 years， 
eight of which were as a 
board member. 

Ihe hospital raises between 
$12,000 and $15,000 each year 
from the lion dance fundraiser 
and approx:mnately 9$5,000 
from the calligraphied scrolls. 


PROCEEDS 


"Nowadays,， that's not 
enough for a one to two week 
hosplital Stay,” said Wong. 
"For many years we have 
debated whether or not the 
manpower exceeds the 
PIToceeds.” 

He Said，"IThe contributions 
are getting Smaller and smaller 
and it costs more for the lion 
team volunteeISs.” 

The hospital donates $500 to 
each of the five to Seven gung 
fu clubs，or 1lion dance teams， 
to perform the fundraiser， 
The hospital also hosts a 


luncheon and provides 
refreshments f or the 
volunteers. 

In addition，jit costs the 


hospital about $500 to hire a 
calligrapher to make the 
couplets， In exchange for the 
couplets， organizations 
generally donate about $20 to 
the hospital，sSaid Wong.， The 
annual couplet fundraiser Only 
brings in about $5$.000. 


COOD LUCK 


Nonetheless，Wong said.these 
fundraisers continue because 3 
lot of Chinese businessmen 


Still "believe”the lion brings 
good luck，prosperity，health 
and long life. 


The lion dance teams， 
equipped with drums，cymbals， 
gongs and firecrackers， 


perform in front of business 
cstablishments and 
family/community associations 
to ward off evil Spirits and 


welcome in the new year. The 
merchants or organization 
members Teciprocate by 


donating red envelopes filled 
with hospital donations of $20 
to $5$0， Wong said. 

Within each Six-member 
team，two members，followed 
by a_ Security guard，receive 
the money and then issue a 
Teceipt to the donor. After all 
the donations are collected， 
the money is immediately 


deposited at a bank or savings | 


and loan, Said Wong. 


OLD DAYS 


In the old days，said Wong， 
proprietors would sometimes 
put 3a container of water :out 
for the lion to drink，with $50 
to 9$100 in coins. When the 
lion comes to drink the water， 
it picks up the coins， He said 
that moncey went to the Jion 
teamsemnotthensChrnese 
了 Hospital. "Maybe it"s _ Still 
done,”he Said，"I haven?t Seen

He Said the tradition was 
one which benefited both the 
lion team and the business， 
The dance would 1last about 
10-13 minutes in front of the 


business，he said，and thus 
attracted aa larger crowd. 
which .in theory，could bring 
more patrons into the 
establishment. 

The “Chinese Hospital， 


however,， 1ls no longer the only 
organization to Sponsor 1lion 
dance fundraisers. Many of 
the- lion teams now perform 
during Chinese New Year to 
Ialise funds for their own 
organizations,， However，it 
has become customary，Wong 
Said, for these groups to Stage 
their fundraisers the day after 
the Chinese Hospital 1lion 
dance funadraiser. 


CONEUSION 


A lot of people got confused， 
he Sald. "They thought it was 
for the Chinese ， Hospital. 
Now，the hospital places 
advertisements in the local 
Chinese language newSpapers 
to _ let the business community 
know when the 1lion dance 
fundraiser will take place. 

Wong Said that although 
proprietors and family/ 
community organizations are 
by no means required to 
contribute donations，it has 
become a "tradition" to do So，

"One of the things we are 
changing is the image of the 
Bank of Trade as a place you 
don't want to go if you want 3 
(commercial) loan.

HAPPY NEW YEAR 
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Papercut Master Zhang Fanglin 
Brings His Art to Culture Center 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN ERANCISCO - With a 
Small group gathered around 
him，Zhang Fanglin picked up 
a piece of paper，a pair of 
Sharp-nosed Scissors， and 
began cutting. Working 
without a sketch to follow，he 
held the ScisSors Steady, Slowly 
rotating the paper back and 
forth while a design began to 
take Shape. Before long，he 
had completed the design -- a 
mother panda playing with 
her baby. 

Zhang，3a resident of China 
who ls visiting SF during 
Chinese New Year，is a master 
of the ancient Chinese art of 


papercut making His visit 
coincides with a papercut 
exhlibition at the Chinese 


Culture Center (750 Kearny 
St.)，where he will be doing 
demonstrations during this 
weekend's Chinese Spring 
Eestilval, and a later workshop. 

Papercuts have been found 
in Han dynasty tombs dating 
back more than 2,200 yearsS. 
Zhang，who learned the art 
from his father Starting at age 
12，1Ss a papercut designer for 
the  _ Nanjing Folk Craft 
Factory in Jiangsu province， 
an area Tich in folk art Such 
as paper_ cutting and lantern 
making. 

Husaasfathersth esiatce 
Zhang Jigen，was chosen by 
the Chinese government to 
tour the US with the China 
三 xhibition in 1980. 

At 36，Zhang wields both 
Sclssors and  knife with 
extraordinary dexterity.， 人 A 


slender，quiet man with a 
TIeady Smlile，he is especially 
Skilled at cutting flowers， 
birds and animals， and 
Silhouettes of people，all done 
freehand. With his back- 


ground in painting，he creates 
works of great realism. 


Zhang Kanglin can create 
such papercuts as the bird 
Shown at right，completely 
freehand and-by memory。 


China has numerous styles of 
papercuts，but most of them 
fall into the gencral category 
of northern or Southern style. 
Northern Style is distinguished 
by modern lines，and uses a 
technique of creating Small， 
jagged cuts known as "dog's 
teeth.”Shanghai，another type 
of northern style，is noted for 
broad cutting.，The areas that 
are cut out are Strongly 


contrasted with the areas that 
are not cut out. 

Ihe papercuts of Yexian in 
the northern province of 
Shandong are made with 
white paper，with lines tiny 
cnough to form the whiskers 
of a cat. They are then 
painted in Soft watercolors. 

In the south，paper cutting is 
more refined、It emphasizes 
gentle curveSs，8gIeater harmony 
between the parts，and more 
detail. 

Zhang .excels in Nanjing 
style，a_ variety Of southern 
style that has been described 
as "flowers emerging among 
flowers and grace appearing in 
IOughness.”Distingulished by 
Such Subjects as architectural 
vistas，plant life，and legends 
from folklore，the papercuts 
from this area are probably 
the most intricate and varied 
in China. Landscapes have a 
Strong Sense of perspective， 
and can be almost as realistic 
as photographs. 


INIRICATE LACEWORK 


Foshan Style of Guangdong 
province in the South makes 
use of gold foil with colored 
paper underneath， to Show off 
the intricate 1lacework pat- 
ternSs. On one wall, there's the 
most colorful papercuts，even 
if they're not from the same 
region. 

In ShaaIxi province，paper- 
cuts are 'characterized by a 
primitive， woodblock-like 
Style.”，Ihey have aa raw， 
IOughness to them，and fea- 
tures are highly exaggerated:

Washington State 
Passes Redress Bill 
For Local Internees 


OLYMPIA，Washington - The 
State leglslature passcd a bill 
on Feb. 4 8giving local 
governments the authority to 
provide redress for Japanese 
American municipal employees 
who interned_ during World 
War 工 . 

The blill would affect about 
25 former employees around 
the 9eattle area，The bill was 
SponSsored， by state ITrepre- 
Sentative Gary Locke，whose 
district includes Seattle's 
International District. 

The local government would 
have the discretion to provide 
up to $5,000 per individual or 
SurViving SPpouse. 

IThe state legislature enacted 
3a law three years ago _ that 
provided  $5,000 to each 
former state employee who 
quit or was dismissed because 
of the internment. The city 
of Seattle and the Seattle 
public school System passed 
Similar ordinances for their 
former employees 1last year. 
However，the money was held 
in escrow because of objec- 
tions from the State attorney 
general. 

"Redress is a gesture to Show 
Washington?"s good faith to 
make amends for the grievous 
wIong done to lovyal American 
Citizens,”Locke said .
